of Mr Miceli, Although both Mr. 
Bloom and Mr Miceli were re- 
moved from the Planning Board by 
the Town Manager, the ‘mystery’ 
concerning such removal seemsto 
apply only to Mr Miceli, I assume 
this is because Mr Bloom is not 
@ candidate for public office, 
Let's set the record straight, 
The services of both Mr Bloom 
and Mr Miceli were terminated by 
the Town Manager when he acted 
to reduce the Planning Board from 
seven members to five. This 
action, as you know, is entirely 
within the statutory powers vest- 
ed in the Manager by our Town 
Manager Act, This authority ofthe 
Town Manager was confirmed in 
a written opinion from the past 
Town Counsel to former Town 
Manager G, R, Bouchard’s inquiry 
on his authority to reduce the 
Planning Board from seven to five 
members back in April of 1964.

The Town Manager’s action was 
Feported ‘silently’ in the Wil- 
mington Town Crier on the 13th 
of January, 1966 on page three, 
with the Manager’s statement that 
he believed the Planning Board 
could function much more 
effectively, efficiently, and har- 
moniously with five . members 
rather than seven, At this point, 
I would like to call to your attent- 
jon that~the Town Crier on the 
28th of October, 1965, in a front 
page article, ‘silently’ reported in 
headlines, reading ‘PLANNING 
BOARD WAR’ that the Planning 
Board members had voted to re- 
commend that the Town Manager 
accept Mr Miceli’s resignation. 

Mr Miceli’s colleagues had in- 
formed the Town Manager and the 
Board of Selectmen that they were 
unable to function properly on those 
occasions when Mr Miceli joined 
the Board for a unanimous re- 
commendation to the Town Meet- 
ing, and then vigouously opposed 
his own fecommendations as well 
as the Planning Board’s on the 
Town Meeting floor, This was re- 
ported even more ‘silently’ in an 
editorial on the subject on page 
three of the October 28th issue, 
It does seem to me that the Plan- 
ning Board reaction was reason- 
able under the circumstances, 

I would like to remind you pub- 
licly that it is the Town Manager’s 
perogative to act as he did, I 
can understand the Town Man- 
ager’s frustration when a Board 
responsible to him and the Town 
meeting, deliberately voted a ‘no 
report’ to prevent a Town Meet- 
ing from acting: on the Concord 
Street Industrial Re-Zoning which 
then forced the Town to go to the 
additional expense of another spec- 
jal Town Meeting. The Town Man- 
ager felt that he had to act to 
serve the best intereSt of the Town 
of Wilmington, I can do no less 
than support and endorse the Man- 
ager’s reduction of the Planning 
Board from seven to five mem- 
bers as being in the best interest 
of the community. 

I am most curious, Bill, as to 
why your concern for Mr Micell’s 
departure from the Planning Board 
was not matched by at least an 
equal concern over the cursory 
dismissal of Mr Evans from the 
Planning Board last year by the 

Town Manager, I. feel that 
Mr Evans was certainly worthy 
of your attention and gratitude, 
He had at least devoted over eleven 
years of valuable and constructive 
service to our community, and his 
loss to the Planning Board and 
community has been felt keenly 
ever since, 

I hope, Bill, this response has 
been informative to both you and 
the. voters and helps to solve 
the ‘mystery’ posed by the recent 
series of ‘policical’ letters,

Dear Bill; 
It did not surprise me that you 
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apparently had saved some of my 


campaign literature of last year... 


I have seen and admired the man- 
ner in which you have performed 
as a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee, particularly in the last an- 
nual town meeting. Your contri- 
bution to our town is valuable and, 
Iam sure, is appreciated by the 
many who are familiar with it. 

You have asked me, publicly, to 
dispel any rumors, mis-informa~ 
tion and confusion regarding the 
Town Manager’s decision to take 
two actions affecting the Planning 
Board, 

I cannot speak for the Town 
Manager - nor can the entire 
Board of Selectmen direct the Town 
Manager to make decisions of this 
type. Wilmington’s Town Mafiager 
Act specifically provides that only 
the Town Manager can appoint, 
and consequently remove, mem- 
bers of the Planning Board, 

The Town Manager’s letter to 
Mr Miceli, as reported in our local 
paper, stated that it was inthe best 
interest of the town to reduce the 
Planning Board from seven to five 
members, and that as of mid- 
January Mr Miceli wouldno longer 
be a member. It is apparent from 
your letter that you want additional 
information, 

Before discussing the back- 
ground of these actions Iwould like 
to make it clear that I regret the 
manner in which you asked the 
questions and the timing of your 
open letter, It makes itextremely 
difficult for the candidates to either 
comment or attempt to explain 
their actions or reactions to the 
facts of the matter, 

As a member of the Board of 
Selectmen I was aware that the 
Town Manager was considering 
changes in the Planning Board for 
a long period of time, Some ofhis 
reasons were told to the Board of 
Selectmen, in executive session 
and otherwise, commencing short- 
ly after his arrival last August. 

The first notice of difficulties 
on the Planning Board came from 
the Town Manager early in the fall 
when he mentioned that the Plan- 
ning Board could not seem to se~ 
lect a consultant to advise them on 
the many zoning problems facing 
Wilmington, Some of the money 
for these studies had been given 
by local businesses and might be 
lost ix-inaction and indecision con-

The developer, Mr. Leo Barbo

all of the abuttors, The developer 
agreed to give the Planning Board

and layout of this industrial Park, 

In views of all of these agree- 
ments some action could reason- 
ably ‘have been expected from the 
Planning Board: 

The Planning Board refused to 
act, They would neither approve 
nor disapprove of the proposed 
rezoning. . 

On October 15, 1965 the Planning 
Board voted to make no report to 
the Town Meeting. They knew that 
this action, based upon a legal 
technicality, would deprive the yo- 
ters of our town of their right to 
vote on an important issue, 

It was an act that demonstrated 
contempt for our town meeting 
form of government. It was mo- 
rally wrong. 

The Board of Selectmen and the 
‘Town Manager decided to offer the 
Planning Board more time and at- 
tended the Planning Board meeting 
on October 20, 1965 to discuss tt, 

The Planning Board refused to 
alter their schedule and Mrs, Drew 
Mr Bender, Mr Henneberger and 
waited for almost three hours * 
talk to the Planning Board, 

On three seperate occasions du- 
ring that meeting Mrs Drew of- 
fered the Planning Board more 
time, but they refused to answer 
or discuss the issue at all, 

Moreover, the Planning Board 
had adopted their position of pre- 
venting the Town Meeting from vo- 
ting on this important addition to 
Wilmington’s industrial growth at 
a private meeting held on October 
15, 1965. They confirmed their 
decision on their October 20th 
meeting, but refused to disclose 
how the members had voted onthis 
vital public question, 

If there is any problem of ‘se- 
crecy’ in dealing with the Planning 
Board, it is of their own doing, 

The Selectmen believe that the 
public is entitled to know how the 
members of a Town Board vote on 
a public issue and the reasons for 
such a vote, 

We and the people of Wilmington 
were denied this information, 

I do not believe that any person 
who acts to deprive the right of a 
town meeting to vote is being civic 
minded, 

I do not believe that a town of- 
ficial who refuses to discuss or 
accept an offer of more time for 
an official action is being cooper- 
ative, 

The Planning Board including Mr 
Miceli and one other candidate, 
refused to discuss the question of 
more time with the Board of Sel- 
ectmen, The Planning Board voted 
to deny the voters their right to 
vote, 

Thereafter the spectacle of a 
Board voting to send a letter to 
the Town Manager recommending 
that he accept the purported re- 
signation of Mr Miceli confirmed 
the need for action, 

The Town Manager reported that 
he had interviewed each member 
of the Planning Board privately, 
and attended meetings ofthe Board 
to observe its performance,

vations, he acted to reduce the size

you can imagine our dismay when 
we find ‘reminders’ left over by

We have our garbage distributed 
all over our yard and driveway by

Frank Tanner was there - the 
man who is Mr Integrity in the 
state legislature, Rep, Fred F, 
Cain, former Town Manager Dean 
Cushing, and David Blackman sat 
with Mr, Tanner, each of course 
with their ladies. 

An unplanned touch was the per- 
son of the Rev, Paul Berube, of 
St, Thomas, the priest who gave

brary Trustees, onthe Draft Board 
and as Town Counsel, 

Mr Buzzell, Black declared, with 
his father before him, have given 


the peopie-of Wilmington over a 
Century of Service. 

He then introduced the man whom 
he called ‘his boss’, Joseph Healey, 
president of the Middlesex County 
National Bank, and a former part- 
ner in the firm of Hemingway & 
Barnes.

Philip Buzzell’s answer to this 
was to recall an instance in a ‘Mr 
Tutt’ story, that was printed,some 
30 years ago, in the Saturday 
Evening Post.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE PROPOSES 


URBAN RENEWAL PROJECT FOR INDUSTRIAL LAND DEVELOPMENT 


In the Warrant for the Town 
Meeting on March 12, there are 3 
Articles (#33, #34, #35) pertaining 
to an Urban Renewal Project anda 
Redevelopment Authority. These 
Articles have been sponsored by 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
for the purpose of making available 
for industrial development approx- 
imately 30 acres of land bordering 
on Eames Street and the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. 

This area (shown in an accom- 
panying sketch) consists of many 
parcels of land to which there is no 
clear title. More than one-half of 
the land is owned by the Town of 
Wilmington through tax title fore- 
closure, and the remainder ts pri-~ 
vately owned. This land is almost 
entirely undevéloped and unused 
and is of little value to either the 
town or its owners under the pre- 
sent conditions, Several years ago, 
a large industry was interested in 
purchasing this area and, after two 
years of legal search, abandoned 
their interest because the were un 
able to establish clear titles tothe 
land, Unless the titles to this land 
can be cleared, it wili continue to 
lle idle since it is of no value to 
industry desiring to build, Most of 
the land is already zoned for in- 
dustry, 

The reason that an Urban Re- 
newal Project is necessary for the 
development of this land is that at 
the present time it is the only 
Practical way to establish clear ti- 
tles to the various parcels of land 
in this area so that an industry 
would be able to purchase them, 

A recent State Law (Chapter 121 
Section GGG-HHH) provides a bas- 
is whereby a community can take 
title to such land, thus establishing 
clear title and enabling it tobe de- 
veloped for industrial use. It is 
for this reason that the Chamber of 
Commerce has sponsored the Ar- 
ticles #33, #34, and #35 as the first 
Step in carrying out this project. 


(Pol. adve.) 


The funds provided in Article #35 
would be used to pay for the initial 
operations of the Redevelopment 
Authority as described below, If 
these articles are approved, the 
following steps would then be re- 
quired, 
1. A. Redevelopment Authority 
would be set up consisting of 4 
members appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen and 1 member ap- 
pointed by the State. The purpose 
of this Authority would be to car- 
ry out this project only (any fu- 
ture projects would be subject to 
the approval of the various town 
officials and boards involved). 
2, The Redevelopment Authority 
, Will compile information de- 
scribing the proposed project, 
3, With the approval of the Plan- 
ning Board and the BoardofSel- 
ectmen, the Redevelopment Au- 
thority will make application to 
the MasSachusetts Department 
of Commerce and Development, 
Division of Urban Renewal, for a 
Planning Grant to make all the 
necessary studies and to com- 
plete a plan for the project. (The 
State will pay up to 75% of the 
cost of the plan, The town’s 
share can be supplied ascashor 
as services of town employees 
such as town engineer, planning 
consultant, etc.) 
4, If the Planning Grant is ap- 
proved by the State, the Redevel- 
opment Authority proceeds to 
make a complete plan of the pro- 
ject. This final plan must be 
approved by the Planning Board, 
the Board of Selectmen, and a 
future Town Meeting before it 
can be submitted to the State. 
5, The State agency will review 
the plan and will holdhearingsto 
consider any objections to the 
plan before giving a final ap- 
proval, 
6, After final approval by the 
State agency, the Redevelopment 
Authority can take title to the’ 


land, develop it andsell lots to 
industry, or sell the raw land to 
a developer who will do the de- 
veloping, etc., acoording to the 
conditions set down by the Re~ 
development Authority, Restric- 
tions and details as to the types 
of industry, developers, prices 
of land, etc,, will be included in 
the project plan. 
7. The State will pay 50% of the 
net cost (including the planning 
cost) over a period of 20 years, 
The initial costs of land taking, 
development, etc,, must be borne 
by the town and could be paid for 
with short-term financing or any 
other means the town chooses, 
Since the town owns a consi- 
derable amount of this land at 
present and at the current price 
for industrial Jand.in this area, 
it is felt that this project should 
not cost the town anything in the 
final analysis, Since income 
from selling this landto industry 
Should more than offset the cost 
of acquiring and developing the 
land, 


This Urban Renewal Program 
provides for review of the project 
by the Planning Board, the Boardof 
Selectmen, and the town as a whole 
at a Town Meeting so that if the 
plan as developed by the Redevel- 
opment Authority is not acceptable 
to the town, it can be held up until 
suitable revisions are made. 

It is important that the Redevel- 
opment Authority be constituted of 
men who have proper background 
and experience and who will give 
first priority to fair evaluation of 
the needs of Wilmington, 

The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce is sponsoring this pro- 
ject in the hope that it will reclaim 
land which is currently of little or 
no value to the town and will pro- 
vide an area for future expansion 
of industry in Wilmington, This 
will produce increased tax revenue 
to the town and additional job op- 
portunities for its residents,

McNally, who testified that the land 
was worth $19,900, Fred Jackson,

Testimony for the town was from
